4. Reservation of Seats — (1 ) Election to the Ajmer 
State Municipalities shall be on the basis of joint electo- 
rates. There shall be reservation of seats for the 
Scheduled Castes only as under: — 

Ajmer — Four seals (one in each of wards Nos. 16, 
22, 23 and 24). 

Beawar — Three seats (one in each of wards Nos. 1, 3 
and 4 i. 

Kekri — One seat (in ward No, 2). 

Deoli— On'* seat (in ward No. 2). 

Pushkar — One seat (in ward No. 1). 

Bijainagar— One seat (in ward No. 2). 

(2) No person shall be entitled to seek election to any 
seat reserved for Scheduled Castes unles he is a mem- 
ber of a Scheduled Caste. 

5. Right of Members of Scheduled Castes — The mem- 
bers of the Scheduled Castes shall have right to contest 
the unreserved seats as well. 

6. Qualifications— Subject to the provisions of Sub- 
section (2) of section 32 of the Ajmer Merwara Munici- 
palities Regulation, 1925 every elector is qualified to be 
a canaidalc for election. 

7. Electoral Rolls — In accordance with the provisions 
of Sub-section (2) of section 30 of the Ajmer-Merwara 
Municipalities Regulations 1925 (VI of 1925) the electoral 
roll of the particular Municipality shall be the same as 
the final printed roll tor a Parliamentary Constituency 
representing the area covered by that Municipality. 

8. Publication of Electoral Rolls— The District 
Magistrate shall cause the electoral rolls pubished after 
puLting his signatures thereon at such places and in such 
a manner as he may consider necessary, 

9. Electors — No person shall be deemed to be an 

elector for the purposes of these rules unless his name 
appears in the electoral rolls mentioned above. No person 
shall exercise the right of voting in more than one ward 
of the Municipality concerned. ' 

10. Notification for Election — For the purpose of elec- 
tion under these rules, the District Magistrate may by 
one or more notifications published in the Official Gazette 
call upon all or any of the Wards of the Municipality to 
elect member/mcnibers in accordance with these rules 
before a particular date specified in the- notification or 
notifications. 

11. Public Notice of Election — (1) The District 
Magistrate shall, soon after the notification referred to 
in the foregoing rule, issue a notice of the intended 
election in such form as he may deem proper, appoint- 
ing therein— 

(a) Be turning Officer before whom nominations have 
to be filed and the place where these have to be 
filed; 

(b) the last date for making nominations, which 
shall be a date not later than the fourteenth day 
after the date of publication of the notification 
issued under rule 10 and not earlier than the 
eighth day after the date of publication of the 
notice under this rule. 

(c) The date for the scrutiny of nominations which 
shall be a date not later than the seventh day 
after the last date for making nominations, 

(d) the last date for the withdrawal of candidatures, 
which shall be the third day after the date for 
the scrutiny of nomination and, 

(e) the date or dates on which a poll shall, if necessary 
be taken which or the first of which shall be a 
data not earlier than the thirtieth day after the 
publication of list of valid nominations under 
rule 19. 

(2) Such a public notice shall also contain a list of 
symbols which may be chosen by the candidates. This 
list may be added to or varied from time to time by the 
District Magistrate or by the Returning Officer if autho- 
rised by the District Magistrate in this behalf. 

12. Publication of Public Notice— The notice under rule 
11 shall be published— 

(i) at the office of the District Magistrate; 

(ii) at the office of the Sub Divisional Officer con- 
cerned; 

(iii) at the office of the Municipality concerned, 

(iv) by a Press note, and 

(v) in such other manner as the District ’ Magistrate 
may deem fit. 
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13. Presentation of nomination paper and requirements 
for a valid nomination — (1) On or before the date ap- 
pointed under clause (b) of Rule 11 each candidate shall, 
either in person or by his proposer or seconder, between 
the hours of eleven o’clock in the forenoon and three 
o’clock in the afternoon deliver to the Returning Officer 
at the place specified in this behalf in the notice a nomi- 
nation paper completed in form I of schedule I and 
subscribed by the candidate himself as assenting the 
nomination and by two persons referred to in sub-rule (2) 
as proposer and seconder. 


(2) The Returning Officer shall then examine the nomi- 
nation papers and shall decide all objections which may 
be made to any nomination, and mav, either on such 
objection or oh his own motion, alter such summary 
inquiry, if any, as he thinks necessary, reject any nomi- 
nation on any of the following grounds. 

(a) that the candidate is not qualified or is disquali- 
fied to be chosen to fill the seat under the Act or 
these rules; 

(b) that a proposer or seconder is disqualified from 
ciuKom ct n nnminat.ion DaDer under sub-rule 


(2) Any elector of the Ward concerned may subscribe (2) of Rule 13 or 

as proposer or seconder as many nomination papers as ( c ) that there has been any failure to comply with 

there are vacancies to be filled in that Ward but no any 0 f the provisions of Rules 13 and 14; 


more. 

Provided that if the name of a person is entered 
more than once in the electoral roll of the ward, such 
person shall not be entitled to subscribe as proposer or 
seconder more than one nomination paper for each 
vacancy to be filled in that ward. 

(3) In a ward where any seat is reserved for the 
ScheduJcd Castes, no candidate shall be deemed to be 
nominated to be chosen to fill that seat unless his nomi- 
nation paper is accompanied by a declaration verified 
by a Magistrate that the candidate is a member of the 
Scheduled Castes for which th» seat has been so reserved 
and the declaration specifies the particular caste of which 
the candidate is a member. 

i(4) Any nomination paper which is not received 
before three o’clock in the afternoon on the last date 
appointed under clause (b) of Rule 11 shall be rejected. 

(5) On the presentation of a nomination paper, the 
Returning Officer shall satisfy himself that the names 
and electoral roll numbers of the candidate and his 
proposer and seconder as entered in the nomination 
paper are the same as those entered in the electoral 
rolls. 

Provided that the Retumingi Officer may — 

(a) permit anv clerical error in the nomination paper 
in regard to the said names or numbers to be 
corrected in order to bring them into conformity 
with the corresponding entries in the electoral 
rolls; and 

(hi where necessary, direct that any clerical or 
printing error in the said entries shall be over- 
looked. 

(6) The returning officer shall, on receiving the nomina- 
tion paper, cause to be fixed in some conspicuous place in 
his office a notice of nomination containing descriptions 


(d) that the signature of the candidate or any pro- 
poser or seconder is not genuine or has been 
obtained by fraud. 

(3) Nothing contained in clause (b), olause (c) or 
clause (d) of sub-rule (2) of Rule 15 shall be deemed to 
authorise the rejection of the nomination of any candidate 
on the ground of any irregularity in respect of a nomina- 
tion paper, if the candidate has been duly nominated by 
means of another nomination paper in respect of which no 
irregularity has been committed. 

(4) The Returning Officer shall not reject any nomina- 
tion paper on the ground of any technical defect which 
is not of a substantial character. 

(5) The Returning Officer shall hold the scrutiny on 
the date appointed in this behalf under clause (c) of 
Rule 11 and shall not allow any adjournment of the pro- 
ceedings except when such proceedings are interrupted 
or obstructed by riot, or open violence or by causes beyond 
his control. 

Provided that in case an objection is made the candi- 
date concerned may bo allowed time to rebut it not 
later than the next' day but one following the date fixed 
for scrutiny t and the Returning Officer shall record his 
decision on the date to which the proceedings have been 
adjourned. 

(6) The Returning Officer shall endorse on each nomi- 
nation paper his decision accepting or rejecting the 
same, and if the nomination paper is rejected, shall record

16. Appeal against the orders of rejection of nornina- 
nation papers — -An appeal shall lie to the District 
Magistrate from the orders of the Returning Officer 
within 3 days of the rejection of the nomination paper.

fp) where a candidate has been nominated by more 
than one nomination paper for election in the 
same ward, not more than one deposit shall be 
required of him under this sub-rule. 

- 14. (2) Any sum required to be deposited under sub- 
mit ( 1 ) shall not be deemed to have been deposited 
under that sub-Rule unless at the time of delivery of 
the nomination paper under sub-rule (1) of Rule 13 the 
candidate has either deposited or caused to be deposited 
that, sum with the Returning Officer in cash or enclosed 
with the nomination paper a receipt showing that the 
said sum has been deposited by him or on his behalf in 
a Government Treasury. 

15. Scrutiny of nonimations — (1) On the date fixed for 
the scrutiny of nomination under Rule 11, the candidates, 
one proposer and one seconder of each candidate, and 
one other person duly authorised in v, citing by each 
candidate, but no other person, may attend at the 
appointed time and place, and the Returning Officer shall 
give them all reasonable tacili ties for examining the 
nomination papers, of ail candidates which have been 
delivered within the time and in the manner laid down 
ih Rule 13, 


17. Withdrawal of Candidature — (1) Any candidate 
may withdraw his candidature by a notice In writing. 
This shall be subscribed by him and delivered before 
three o’clock in the afternoon on the day fixed under 
clause (d) of Rule 11 to the Returning Officer either by 
such candidate in person or by his proposer or seconder 
who has been authorised in this behalf in writing by 
such candidate. 

(2) No person who has given a notice of withdrawal 
of his candidature under sub-rule (1) shall be allowed 
to cancel the notice. 

18. Choice of Symbol — Every

20. Contested and uncontested elections — (11 if the 
numbm of candidates who were duly nominated and who 
have not withdrawn their candidatures in the manner 
specified in rule 12 above is equal to the number of s^ats 
allotted, the Returning Officer shall forthwith declare 
such candidate /candidates to be duly elected to fill the 
seat/seats allotted to that ward. 

(21 Tf the number of validity nominated candidates in 
any ward is more than the number of seats allotted, a 
poll shall be taken on the dates and during the hours 
apnointed under rule 11. 

21. Provision, of Polling Stations — The Returning 
Officer shall with the nrevlous annrova] of the District 
Magistrate provide a sufficient number of oollinn stations 
for each ward and shall nublish a list showing the rolling 
stations and rolling booths so nrovided and the rolling 
areas for which they have resoectivelv been nrovided. in 
such manner as is nrovided in rule 12 for the nubl Ra- 
tion of public notice under rule 11. 

22 Armointmerit of Pr^sidina and Pollina Officer/: — (11 
Tim Toistrict Magistrate shall annolnt one or more Presid- 
ing Officers for e.n^h rolling station and as manv Dolline 
-officers as he thinks necessary, but he shall not annoint 
anv nerson who has been emnloved bv or on behalf of 
or has b°on known to him to be otherwise working for 
a candidate in or about the election.

24. Method of Voting— ( 1) In plural member wards 
every elector shall have as many votes as there are 
members to be elected but no elector shall give more 
than one vote to any ope candidate. 

(2) If an elector gives more than one vote to any one 
candidate in contravention of the provisions of sub rule 
(1) then, at the time of counting of votes not more than 
one of the votes given by him to such candidate shall be 
taken into account and all the other votes given by him 
to such candidate shall be rejected as void, 

£5. Polling Agents — At an election at which a poll is 
to be taken the method of voting by ballot boxes is to be 
followed, and each validity nominated candidate may 
appoint one polling agent and two relief agents to act 
as polling agents of such candidate at such polling booth 
as has been fixed under rule 21 for the poll and such 
appointment shall be made by letter (in form 3) in writing 
sent by the candidate and delivered through polling 
agent to the Presiding Officer of the polling station on 
the day ol the poll or on the day preceding the day of 
poll as the case may be. 

26. Provision of Ballot Boxes with Symbols of Candi- 
dates and of other articles at the Polling Station — (1) 
Each Polling booth shall be furnished with a polling 
compartment in which electors can, one after another, 
cast their votes screened from observation, and no 
elector shall be allowed to enter such polling compart- 
ment W'hen another elector is inside the same for the 
purpose of recording his votes. 

(2) The Municipality concerned shall provide at each 
polling booth one ballot box for each one of the candi- 
dates and all such ballot boxes- shall be so placed in the 
polling compartment that when an elector inserts a 
ballot paper in axy box no other person can see how he 
has voted. 

(3) The symbol assigned to each candidate shall be 
printed on labels which shall be pasted both inside and 
outside a ballot box and such ballot box shall then be 
deemed to have been allotted to that candidate. Each 
ballot box or anv of its component parts or attachments, 
shall also bo marked with such other distinguishing 
mark or marks as the District Magistrate may direct, 

(4) Outside each polling station there shall be dis- 
played prominently: — 


(21 A Polling Officer shall, if so directed bv the Return- 
ing Officer, oerfoim all or anv of the functions of a 
Presiding Officer under this Act or anv rules or orders 
made thereunder. 

(31 If the Presiding Officer, owing to illness or other 
unavoidable cause, is obliged to absent himself from the 
ppl ing station, his functions shall be performed bv such 
willing officer as has been previouslv authorised bv the 
District Magistrate to perform such functions during anv 
such absence. 

(41 References in these rules to the Presiding Officer 
shall, unless the context otherwise reauires. be deemed 
to include anv person performing anv function which he 
is authorised to perform under sub-rule (2) of sub rule (3) 
as the case may be.

28. Ballot Boxes to be locked and sealed before com- 
mencement of Poll — (1) Every ballot box shall be of 
such design and colour as has been previously approved 
by the District Magistrate. It shall be so constructed that 
ballot papers can be introduced therein but cannot be 
withdrawn there from without the box 1 being unlocked 
and the seals being broken. 

(2) The Presiding Officer at each Polling station shall 
immediately before the commencement of the poll allow 
inspection of each ballot box to be used at the poll to tne 
candidates and their- polling agents who may be present 
at such station, and demonstrate to them a no to all other

been affixed both inside and outside the box and the 
distinguishing mark or mark? have been made in the 
box or in any of its component parts or attachments in 
accordance with the provisions of these rules. 

(3) Where it is necessary to use a paper seal for secur- 
ing the ballot boxes, the Presiding Officer shall there- 
after fix in the space meant therefor in each such box 
a paper seal provided for the purpose. He shall also affix on 
such paper seal his own signature or seal and obtain 
thereon the signatures or seals of such candidates or of 
such polling agents of the candidates as may be present 
and may desire to affix such signatures or seals. He shall 
then secure and seal each box in their presence in such 
manner that the slit in the box for insertion of ballot 
papers therein remains open. 

(4) Where it is not necessary to use a paper seal for 
securing a ballot box the Presiding Officer shall, after 
complying with the provisions of sub rule (2) secure and 
seal the box in such manner that the slit in the box for 
insertion of ballot papers therein remains open and shall 
also allow the candidates or their polling agents who 
may be present to affix their own seals on the space in 
the box meant therefor, if they so desire. 

(5^) The paper seal or the other seals used in a ballot 
box shall be affixed in such manner that it shall not be 
possible to open the box again without breaking such 
paper seal or other seals or anv thread on which the 
other seals have been affixed- After all the ballot boxes 
required to be used at the nolling have been secured and 
sealed, thev shall be placed in the polling 1 compartment 
side by side in the same order in which the names of 
the candidates to whom such boxes have been allotted 
appear in the list of validly nominated candidates at the 
election published under rule 19 and in such manner 
that the front vertical sid° o f each of the boxes bears 
a symbol assigned to th'' candidate to whom such boxes 
have be^n allotted and faces the elector as he enters. 
The candidates and their nolling aeents shall be entitled 
to see before the commencement of the poll that the boxes 
are =o placed in the polling compartment. Nn other 
receptacle or box besides the ballot boxes allotted to the 
candidates shall be kept inside the polling compartment 
during polling. 

29. Procedure for Personation of Electors — (1) Every 
elector who applies for a ballot paper for the purpose 
of votinrr at a polling station shall before receiving such 
paper, allow the inspection of his left forefingpr to the 
Presiding Officer or anv polling officer and allow an 
indelible ink mark to be put on his left Forefinger. 

(2) If anv such elector refuses to allow inspection or 
putting of the mark, he shall not be entitled to be sup- 
plied with anv ballot paper or to record his votes at the 
election. 

(31 No person who has already such a mark on his left 
finger at the time he enters the polling station shall be 
supplied with anv ballot paper, and if any such person 
applies for a ballot paper or papers he shall be liable to be 
arrested and prosecuted for personation, 

f4) Any reference in this rule or in rule 31 to the left 
fore-finger of an elector shall, in the case where the 
elector has his left fore-finger missing, be construed as 
a reference to any other finger of his left hand, and shall, 
in the case where all the fingers of his left hand are miss- 
ing, be construed as a reference to the fore-finger or any 
other finger of his right hand and shall, in the case where 
all his fingers of both the hands are missing, be construct- 
ed as a reference to such extremity of his left or right 
arm as he possesses. 

30. Identity Slip— The District Magistrate may pro- 
vide that every person presenting himself to vote shall 
be given an identity slip by polling, officers provided for 
the purpose. Such identity slip shall carry the electoral 
roll number of the said person and the name of the ward 
and village in which his name is recorded as an elector. 
It mav also contain such oth^r particulars as may be 
prescribed by the District Magistrate. 

31. Procedure before recording of Votes — (1) The 
elector on entering the polling station shall first allow 
his left fore-finger to be inspected bv a polling officer 
for the purpose of ascertaining if he has any mark of 
indelible ink on that finger. If there is no such mark, the 
polling oflflcer-in-charge of the electoral roll shall take 
identity slip from the elector and ascertain the elector’s 
name and address and such o 1 her particulars as appear 
on the roll and. after having checked these by reference 
to the roll, shall, call out the number name and descrip- 
tion of the elector according to th<? entry ip the ^ 0 11, 


(2) On the elector’s name being called out the elector 
shall approach the polling offlcer-in-charge of the ballot 
papers who shall then cause the left fore-finger of the 
elector to be marked with idelible ink and shall there- 
after deliver a ballot paper to the elector. Before deliver- 
ing the ballot paper the polling officer shall, where a 
direction has been issued in this behalf under rule 27, 
stamp the ballot paper with such official mark as may 
have been specified. Such polling officer shall at the time 
of delivery of the ballot paper place against the serial 
number of the elector in the electoral roll a mark to 
denote that the elector has received a ballot paper and 
shall also keep a record of the serial number of the 
ballot paper supplied to the elector by writing it against 
the name of the elector in the electoral rolls. 

(3) In deciding the right of a person to obtain a ballot 
paper under this rule, the presiding officer at any polling 
station may interpret an entry in the electoral roll so as 
to overlook merely clerical or printing errors provided 
that he is satisfied that such person is identical with the 
elector to whom such entry relates. 

(4) The Presiding Officer may employ at the polling 
station such person as he thinks fit to assist him or any 
polling officer in identifying the electors. 

32. Manner of Recording of Votes after the receipt 
of Ballot Papers — (1) On receiving the ballot paper the 
elector shall forthwith proceed into the polling compart- 
ment and shall without undue delay put his ballot paper 
through the slit provided for the purpose into the ballot 
box of the candidate for whom he desires to vote, 

(2) Every elector shall vote without undue delay and 
r-hall quit the polling- station as soon as he has cast his 
vote. No elector shall remain in a polling compartment 
longer than is reasonably necessary for casting his vote. 

(3) The Presiding Officer may, whenever there is in 
his opinion sufficient cause, enter the polling compart- 
ment while a poll is proceeding and may take such steps 
as may be necessary to ensure that the ballot boxes in 
use remain ready for the reception of ballot papers and 
are not tampered or interfered with in any way by 
any elector or any other person. If the Presiding Officer 
has reason to suspect that any elector who has entered 
a polling compartment is tampering or otherwise inter- 
fering with any ballot box or if such elector has remained 
inside the polling compartment for an unduly long 
period, the Presiding Officer shall enter such polling 
compartment and take such steps as may be necessary 
to ensure the smooth and prompt progress of the poll, 

33. Recording of votes of infirm electors— II owing to 
blindness or other infirmity an elector is unable to read 
the symbol on a ballot box or is physically incapable of 
putting the ballot paper into a ballot box, the Presiding 
Officer shall enter the polling compartment with such 
elector, ascertain from the elector the candidate in whose 
favour he desires to vote and shall put the ballot paper 
in the ballot box of such candidate in accordance with 
the wishes of such elector. The Presiding Officer shall 
have this done with as much secrecy as is feasible and 
shall keep a brief record of each such instance without 
indicating the manner in which the votes have been 
easted. 

34. Elector to be questioned in case of doubt as to his 
identity— At any time before a ballot paper is delivered 
to an elector, the presiding officer or a polling officer 
may of his own motion, if he has reasons to doubt the 
identity of the elector or his light to vote at such elec- 
tion, and shall, if so required by a candidate or polling 
agent, put to the elector the following questions — 

(1) Are you the person enrolled as follows: — 
(Reading! the whole entry from the roll). 

(2) Have you already voted at the present election 
in this ward? 

(3) Have you already voted at this general election 
in any other ward? 

And the elector shall not be supplied with a ballot 
paper if he refuses to answer any of these questions and 
unless he answers the first question in the affirmative 
and the second and third question in the negative. 

35. Ballot Paper and its Contents — The ballot paper to 
be used for the purpose of voting at an election shall con- 
tain a serial number and such distinguishing marks as 
the District Magistrate may decide. 

36. Tendered Votes— (1) If a person representing him- 
self to be a particular elector named in the electoral 
roll applies for a ballot paper or papers after another 
person has already votetf as sum elector, the applicant 
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shall, after duly answering such questions as the presid- 
ing officer may ask, be entitled to receive a ballot paper 
as a "tendered ballot paper” in the same manner as any 
other elector, 

(2) A tendered ballot paper shall be in Form 4 and 
shall, instead of being put into the ballot box, be banded 
over by such person to the presiding officer who shall 
thereupon take such person inside the polling compart- 
ment and shall in the presence of such person endorse 
it with the name of the candidate for whom such person 
desires to vote and also with the name .of the elector, ms 
serial number in the electoral roll and the name oi the 
electoral area to which the roll relates. The Presiding 
Officer shall then place the ballot paper in a separate 
packet set apart for the purpose. At the end of the poll 
the packet containing, all such tendered ballot papers 
shall be sealed. Such votes shall not be counted by_ the 
Returning Officer. 

(3) The name of the ward, the name of the elector, his 
serial number in the electoral rolls and the name of the 
polling station to which the roll relates shall be entered 
in a list in Form 5 which shall bear the head Tendered 
vo'es List” The person tendering such ballot paper shall 
sign hi /name or affix his thumb impression against the 
entry i dating to him in that list. 


37. Challenged Votes— (1) If any candidate, or polling 
agent declares and undertakes to prove that any person 
by applying for a ballot paper and claiming to be a 
particular voter has committed the offence of persona- 
tion th' Presiding Officer shall require such person to 
enter In the list ox Challenged Votes (which shall be in 
' Form G) his name and address or. if he is unable to write 
to affix his thumb impression thereto, and may iurther 
require such person to produce evidence of identifica- 
tion; 

Provided that no action shall be taken by the Presiding 
Officer under this sub-rule unless a sum of ten rupees 
has been deposited in cash with the Presiding Officer 
by the candidate or such agent for each challenge he 
makes. 

(2) If the person so challenged refuses to comply with 
such requisition, he shall not be permitted to vote. But 
if such person does so comply and on being questioned 
iri the manner provided in rule 34 gives unqualified 
answer to the first question in the affirmative and to the 
other questions in the negative, he shall be allowed to 
vote after he has been warned of the penalty for perso- 
nation. 


(3) If the Presiding Officer after such inquiry on the 
spot as he thinks, if necessary, is of opinion that the 
challenge made by the candidate or his agent under sub- 
rhle (1) is frivolous and has not been made in good faith, 
he shall direct the deposit made under sub-rule (1) to 
be forfeited to the Municipality concerned and his order 
ip this respect shall be final. 

■ (4) If the deposit made under sub-rule (1) is not for- 
feited under sub-rule (3) it shall be returned to the 
person by whom it was made after the close of the poll 
on the day on which 


(5) The Presiding Officer shall in every case, whether 
or not the person challenged is allowed to vote, make 
a note of the circumstances in the list of Challenged 
Votes. 


the ballot boxes used at the polling station, He shall also 
make up into separate packets ; — 

(1) the unused ballot papers; 

(2) the tendered ballot papers; 

(3) the returned ballot papers; 

(4) the marked copy of the electoral roll; 

(5) the tendered votes list; 

(6) the list of challenged votes, and 

(7) any other paper directed by the Returning Officer 
to be kept in a sealed packet, 

and shall seal each such packet with his own seal and 
the seals of such candidates or polling agents as may 
desire to affix their seals thereon. He shall then as soon 
as may be deliver the ballot boxes and all such packets 
and all other papers used at the poll or cause them to 
be delivered to the Returning Officer, 

40. Account of Ballot Papers to be prepared by the. 
Presiding Officer after the close of the Poll— The packets 
referred to in rule 39 shall be accompanied by an 
account of ballot papers in Form 7 made by the Presid- 
ing Officer showing the total number of ballot papers 
entrusted to him for the polling station or for each poll- 
ing booth thereof and the number of ballot papers 
returned by him to the Returning Officer as unused, 
tendered, and returned ballot papers as also the number 
of ballot papers which should be found in the ballot 
boxes. 

41. Appointment of time, place and date for the count - 
Ing of votes— (1) At an election in a ward where a poll 
is taken, the Returning Officer shall appoint a date which 
shall be as soon as practicable fitter the completion of 
the poll for the counting' of votes and shall fix the place 
and time at which the votes shall be counted on the date 
so appointed. 

(2) The Returning Officer shall give notice to such 
date, time and place in writing to all candidates, 

(3) If, at the time so appointed for the counting votes, 
all the ballot boxes used at the poll have not been 
received by the Returning Officer, or if from an other un- 
avoidable cause he is unable to proceed with the counting 
of votes, at the time and date appointed under sub-rule 
(1), the Returning Officer may postpone the counting to 
another date and time, and may fix, if necessary, 
another place for the counting of votes on the date to 
which the counting has been so postponed, and shall give 
notice thereof in writing to the candidates and their 
counting agents. 

42. Person who may he present at the cov.nting of 
votes — (1) The Returning Officer shall not allow any 
person to be present at the counting of votes except such 
persons as he may appoint to assist him in counting the 
votes and all the candidates and one counting agent of 
each candidate. 

(2) No person who has been employed by or on behalf 
of, or has been otherwise working for, a candidate in or 
about the election shall bo appointed to assist the Re- 
turning Officer in counting the votes. 

43. Procedure to he followed at the counting of votes— 
(1) On the date and at the time and place appointed under 
rule 41, the Returning Officer before he commences to 
count the votes, shall with respect to ballot boxes used 
at the Poll proceed as follows: — 


38. Return of Ballot Papers by an Elector — (1) If an 
elector alter obtaining any ballot paper for the purpose 
of recording his vote decides not to use the same, he shall 
return the ballot paper to the Presiding Officer and the 
ballot paner so returned shall then be marked as “can- 
celled returned” and kept in a separate envelope set 
Apart for the purpose and a record shall be kept by the 
Presiding Officer of all such ballot papers. 

(2) If any ballot paper which has been issued to any 
.elector for the purpose of recording his vote has not 
been put into the ballot box but has been left by the 
Elector at the polling station it shall be dealt with in 
accordance with the provisions of sub-rule (1) as if it 
has been returned to the Presiding Officer. 

39. Delivery of Ballot Boxes to the Returning Officer 
after the close of the Poll — The Presiding Officer of each 
polling station shall, as soon as practicable after the 
close of the poll, in the presence of any candidate or their 
polling agents who may be present, close the slit for 
insertion of ballot papers of each ballot box or, where 
the box does not contain any mechanical device for 
posing the slit, seal- .up the slit, and seal and secure all 


(i) All the ballot boxes placed for the counting of 
votes shall be counted and checked and the Re- 
turning; Officer shall satisfy himself that all the 
ballot boxes used at the poll have been received 
and accounted for. 

(ii) All the ballot boxes allotted to each particular 
candidate shall be separated from those allotted 
to any other candidate and placed together. 

(iii) The" Returning Officer shall then allow the 
candidates and their counting agents present at 
the counting an opportunity to inspect the ballot 
boxes and their seals for satisfying themselves 
that they are In order. 

(iv) The Returning Officer shall also satisfy himself 
that none of the boxes has in fact been tampered 
with. If any ballot box is found by the Returning 
Officer to have been tampered with or destroyed 
or lost, the Returning Officer shall postpone the 
counting of votes and shall follow the procedure 
laid down ip Rule 44 and shall, after the fresh 
poll under that rule has been completed, 
recommence the counting cp the date and at the 
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time and place appointed by him in this behalf 
of which notice has been previously given to the 
candidates and their counting agents. 

(v) If the Returning Officer is satisfied that all the 
ballot boxes used at the poll have been received 
and are in order he shall take up the counting 
of ballot papers contained in the ballot boxes. 

The counting of all the ballot papers contained 
in the ballot boxes allotted to the same candi- 
date shall be completed before the counting of 
the ballot papers contained in the boxes allotted 
to any other candidate is commenced, As 
amongst the candidates, the counting of votes 
shall proceed in the order in which their names 
occur in the list of validity nominated candidates 
published in respect of the election. 

fvi) One ballot box shall be opened at a time and the 
mark or marks made in the box or in any of its 
component parts or attachments and the lable 
containing the symbol affixed inside the box shall 
be checked. Thereafter the ballot papers shall 
be taken out from the box and arranged in con- 
venient bundles and counted with the aid of 
persons appointed to assist in the counting of 
votes. The same procedure shall then be follow- 
ed in respect of the other ballot boxes and the 
ballot papers contained therein. An account of 
the ballot papers found in each box allotted to 
each candidate shall be recorded in a statement 
in Form 8. 

fvii) The Returning Officer shall allow the candidates 
and their counting agents who may be present 
reasonable opportunity to inspect all ballot 
papers, which in the opinion of the Returning 
Officer are liable to be rejected but shall not 
allow them to handle those or any other ballot 
papers. The Returning Officer shall on every 
ballot paper which is rejected, endorse the word 
“Rejected”. If any candidate or his counting agent 
questions the correctness of the rejection of any 
ballot paper, the Returning Officer shall also 
record briefly on such ballot paper the grounds 
for its rejection. A brief record shall be kept in 
•Form 8 of the serial numbers of all ballot papers 
rejected and of such particulars as will identify 
the ballot box in which each such ballot paper 
was found. 

(viii) After the counting of all ballot papers contained 
in each ballot box has been completed by the 
Returning Officer and an account of such ballot 
papers has been recorded in Form 9, the Return- 
ing Officer shall cause all such ballot papers to 
be kept in a separate cover on which shall be 
indicated such particulars as will identify the 
ballot box in which such ballot papers were 
found, the name of the candidate to whom such 
ballot box was allotted and the name of the poll- 
ing station and the number of the polling booth, 
if any, where such ballot was used. 

(ix) After the counting of the ballot papers contained 
in all the ballot boxes has been completed, the 
Returning Officer shall cause all the covers con- 
taining the ballot papers in support of each candi- 
date to be placed in a separate packet and shall 
seal up all such packets and shall write on each 
such packet the name of the candidate in sup- 
port of whom the ballot papers contained in such 
packet were cast and the name of the ward and 
the date of the election to which it refers. He 
shall also cause all ballot papers found in the 
ballot boxes of each candidate but rejected by 
him to be kept in a separate sealed packet. 

(2) The Returning Officer shall as far as practicable 
proceed continuously with the counting of the votes and 
shall during any intervals when the counting has to be 
suspended keep the ballot papers, packets and other 
documents relating to the election sealed with his own 
Seal and the seals of such candidates of counting agents 
as may desire to affix their seals and shall cause adequate 
precautions to be taken for their safe custody. 

(3) After the counting of ballot papers contained in all 
the ballot boxes has been completed, the Returning 
Officer, shall record in the statement in Form 10 the total 
number of votes polled by each candidate. 

44. Fresh Poll in the case of destruction etc. of Ballot 
Boses — (1) If at any election any ballot box or boxes is 
or are unlawfully taken out of the custody of the Return- 
ing, Officer or of any presiding officer, or Is or are in any 


way tampered with, or is or are either accidentally or 
intentionally destroyed or lost, the election to which 
such ballot box or boxes relate shall be void, but only 
in respect of the polling at the polling station or stations 
provided under rule 21 at which such ballot box or boxes 
was or were used and so further: 

Provided that where a polling station has more than 
one polling booth and any such ballot box as aforesaid 
was used at one of such polling booths, the election to 
which such ballot box relates shall be void only in respect 
of the polling at the polling booth at which such box was 
used and no further. 

(2) Whenever the polling at any polling station or 
stations (or at any polling booth) shall become void under 
sub-rule (1), the Returning Officer shall, as soon as prac- 
ticable after the act or event causing such viodance has 
come to his knowledge, report the matter to the District 
Magistrate who will appoint a day for the taking of a 
fresh poll in such or every such polling station or in such 
polling booth, as the case may be and will also fix the 
hours during which the poll will be taken. The Returning 
Officer shall not count the votes cast at such election 
until such fresh poll shall have been completed. 

(3) In every such case as aforesaid the Returning 
Officer shall take a fresh poll in such or every such polling 
station or in such polling booth as aforesaid on the day so 
appointed and the hours of polling so fixed by him in 
such manner as the District Magistrate may direct, and 
the provisions of these rules shall apply to every such 
fresh poll as they apply to the original poll. 

45. Grounds for rejection of ballot papers — (1) A ballot 
paper contained in a ballot box shall be rejected if — 

(a) it bears any mark or writing by which the elector 
can be identified; 

(b) in the case where a direction has been issued 
under rule 27 that the ballot paper shall contain 
an official mark, it does no.t contain the official 
mark; 

(c) if it bears any serial number or mark different 
from the serial numbers or marks of ballot papers 
authorised for use at the polling station or the 
polling booth at which the ballot box in which it 
was found was used. 

(d) the Returning Officer is satisfied that it ' is 
spurious ballot paper or that it has been so 
damaged or mutilated that its identity as a 
genuine ballot paper cannot be established. 

(2) The decision of the Returning Officer as to the 
validity of a ballot paper contained in a ballot box shall 
be final subject to reversal on an election petition calling 
in question the election. 

46. Equality of Votes — If, after the counting of the votes 
is completed, an equality of votes is found to exist between 
any candidates, and the addition of one vote will entitle 
any of those candidates to be declared elected, the Return- 
ing Officer shall forthwith decide between those candi- 
dates by lot, and proceed as if the candidate on whom the 
lot falls had received an additional vote. 

47. Declaration of candidate elected— ( 1) When the 
counting of votes recorded in favour of each candidate in 
ballot papers contained in the ballot boxes has been com- 
pleted, the Returning Officer shall, subject to the provisions 
of the foregoing! rule forthwith declare the candidate: to 
whom the largest number of valid votes has been given, 
to be elected; 

Provided that upon the application of any candidate^ or 
his counting agent in that behalf, a total or partial 
recount shall be made before the Returning Officer may 
reject any such application as may appear to him tc^be 
frivolous or unreasonable recording at the same time the 
grounds for such rejection. r 

48. Verification of Accounts submitted by the Presiding 
Officers— The Returning Officer shall not open the sealed 
packets of the “tendered votes” or the marked copy- of 
the electoral roll. He shall verify the accounts submitted 
by the Presiding Officers under rule 40 by comparing them 
with the statement prepared under clause (vi) of sub-fule 
(1) of rule 43 and with the number of the valid and the 
rejected ballot papers, the unused ballot papers in his 
possession and the tendered votes list, and shall then re- 
close and reseal each packet which has been opened by 
him and shall record on each packet the description of its 
contents and the name of the ward and the date of the 
election to which It refers. 
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49. Return by the Returning Officer— (1) The Returning 
Officer shall then prepare and certify a return in Form 10 
Betting forth: — 

(i) the names of the candidates for whom valid votes 
have been given, 

(ii) the number of valid votes given for each candi- 
date, 

(iii) the number of votes declared invalid, 

(iv) the number of tendered votes, 

(v) the result of the verification referred to in rule 

48, and 

(vi) the name of the candidate or candidates elected. 

He shall also permit any candidate or his counting agent 
to take a copy of or an extract from such return.
